NAL property was assessed at.' And had 
there have been a Stats Board of 
Equalization in the past it is fair 
to presume that tho Central Pacific 
would not have got off with less 
thau 
$9,000 per mile, and hence 


it is patent that the JOUBNAI, was correct 
in asserting that the State has lost 
•thousands and thousands of dollars be- 
cause it has not had a State Board. 
Washoe and Lander have been the culy 
counties that have had the nervo to take 
a stand for a fair assessment. 
The oth- 


.er counties have not even had the nerve 
to attempt to profit by the benefits 
gained for them by others, and the 
$9,000 thoy are now receiving is in the 
nature of a recognition of the justness 
-of Wushee's demands, and yet n, con- 
cession on the part of tho railroad com- 
pany. A State Board of Equalization 
will come somewhere near equalizing 
all of the railroads at a valuation in 
proportion to the amount other tax- 
payers are compelled to bear, and there- 
by the State instead of gaining a million 
•ought to increase its assessment roll 
nearly three millions. 
\Va do not 


understand why the Leislature is so dila 
tory in paaaing a measure so absolutely 
.necessary to all concerned. 


BY RAIL TO YOSEMITE. 


A Komi to be Built iu Tiuip lor 


Summer Travel. 


[Sacramento Bee, Feb. 13.] 


Thousands of Californians will re- 


joioe to know that they are soon to have 
an opportunity to visit Yosemite Valley 
without traversing a hundred miles of 
sandy plains in stage coaches. For 
mouths past tho officers of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company have been 
actively considering the building of a 
railroad from Beronda, Fresno county, 
to a a point near the volley, in time for 
the travel this season. It has been de- 
termined to begin construction at once, 
and u supply of horses and carts has 
been ordered to begin work there to- 
<lay. Berenda is 83 miles from Lath- 
rop, and 7 miles nearer that place than 
Madera is. It is 100 miles from Ma- 
dera by stag*, by Mariposa Grove, to 
the valley. Merced is nearer to Lath- 
rop than Berenda is, There are two 
stage routes from Merced to the valley. 
One is by Mariposa Grove, a distance 
of 100 miles; the other by Conlterville, 
90 miles. Another stage route is from 
Milton, by the Calaveras Big Trees to 
the valley, 147 miles. The distance 
from Berenda via Mariposa Grove, by 
the new route, will be about 100 miles. 
The railroad, which" is to be of the 
broad gauge, will terminate somewhere 
in the vicinity of Fresno Flat, not yet 
determined positively. The terminal 
point will therefore be 75 miles from 
Berenda, on the Southern Pacific, uud 
•only about 23 miles from the valley, 
making the distance to go by stags a 
Tery short ride. The road will be built 
before Summer, but it would tako a 
much longer tiiua to extend it over tne 
lofty mountains to the valley, as no 
d»ubt will eventually be done. 


At present tho stage fare into the 


valley ia $25, find the same price is 
charged for the return trip. Of cour&a 
the railroad company will be able to 
convey passengers tor a very much 
lower rate, and break up the exorbitant 
rates charged by stage companies, so 
that many people who have not gone 
on account of tho eipensa will be able 
to view the wonders ot Yosemite. 


COHIIHISSIONEUS. 


A. K. Towne Presents the Corpora- 


tion's Side of tbe Question. 


A San Francisco dispatch of the 12th 


says that at the session of the Railroad 
Commission, A. N. Towne, of the Cen- 
tral Pacific and Southern Pacific Rail- 
roads, presented two communications, 
which were read by 'T. H, Good- 
man. The text of the communications 
went to show the vast benefits cf tbe 
railroads hare. 
The railroads made 


$100,000,000 taxable property in Los 
Angeles county and the San Joaquin 
Valley since 1860. 
They contained a 


two-column article from the Chicago 
Tribune, showing the reduction of rates 
made by the Central Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific Railroad in sparsely settled 
districts. Steel rails had been laid and 
ties replaced several times. A table 
summarizing all the benefits of the road 
was included. Communication!! claimed 
that fruits from Los Angeles were sold 
in Chicago at prices only a little higher 
than here. Bates had been reduced as 
the country had settled up and would 
be reduced still further as towns grew, 
tip. Towne denied that the Commis- 
sioners were qualified from a casual 
acquaintance with railroading to fix 
rates for men who had devoted a life- 
time to tho business. He claimed that 
the present rates only paid a dividend 
of two per cent, and that with a further 
reduction no interest could be paid. He 
ended by hoping that the Board would 
not force the railroads to erect barriers 
as high as they were wide. 
The com- 


munications ignored the question of 
fares and freights entirely.

Senator Foley has introduced two 


Joint Resolutions, Nos. 19 and 20, hav- 
ing in view the amendment of the Con- 
stitation of Nevada. 
The first one 


relates almost delusively to the organ- 
ization of our judicial system as regards 
our Supreme and District Courts. The 
proposition is to elect five Supreme 
Court Justices who shall perform the 
duties of District Judges in the five dis- 
tricts into which tho State is to be 
divided. The salary of each Judge will 
be $7,000 per annum besides actual 
traveling expenses. 
The term of office 


is fixed at ten years. 
The system thus 


devised is simitar to that in vogue in 
most of the Territories and in some of 
tho States. The principal reason why 
it should be favorably considered is its 
great economy. It is also meritorious 
in the future respect that no one Judge 
is confined to any one district aj his 
place of residence or of judicial labor. 
They are assigned to their different 
fields of duty at the pleasure of the 
Chief Justice. 
Thus the best talent is 


made available at the most important 
points and in the most important cases. 


The second of the proposed amend- 


ments relates chiefly to the consolida- 
tion of the State offices into fewer 
hands. Section 17, Art. V is stricken 
from the Constitution, thus dispensing 
with the office of Lieutenant Governor. 
The President of the Senate succeeds to 
the Governorship in case of vacancy, 
and in turn the Speaker of the Assem- 
bly succeeds to the same office. 
The 


Secretary of State is to be appointed by 
the Governor and to act as the private 
secretary of His Excellency also. 
The 


Controller ia to perform the duties of 
State Land Register. The whole matter 
of education is left to Legislative pro- 
vision. The foregoing constitute the 
leading points as proposed by the Sen- 
ator, with such other amendments as 
are necessary to make them all harmo- 
nious and consistent. 
They are well 


worthy of serious consideration by the 
present Legislature and are evidently 
tho result of much thought. It should 
a* remembered that Senator Foley was 
;he delegate who offered the plank call- 
ng for a Constitutional Convention, iu 
the Reno Republican State Convention.

Our Legislature has before it several 


sciiemes looking to the amendment of 
our State Constitution with the view of 
reducing or consolidating a number of 
State and county offices, and thus light- 
ening the burdens of taxation. But any 
relief to be reaped from any action they 
may take will require at least four years 
to put into effect. 
In the mean time 


many of our people think something 
ought to be done immediately by the 
people of White Pine to reduce the ex- 
penses of our oounty government, which 
is greatly in eicess of what the taxpay- 
ers ure able to bear. 
With a taxable 


property of only u little over $800,000, 
we pay higher salaries than Washoe 
county, whose taxable property is over 
$3,000,000. 
A movement is on foot 


here—which has been submitted to as, 
aud which we think favorably of—to 
petition the Legislature to fix the sal- 
aries of our county officers on this basis: 
Sheriff, $2,400 per annum; Assessor, 
$2,400; Auditor, 
$2,000; Treasurer, 


Clerk and District Attorney, $1,200 
•ach; County Commissioners, $500. 
This scale would be a saving to the 
county of $4,000, and we think would 
not interfere with the proper adminis- 
tration of the public service, The peti- 
tion docs not mean to include the pres- 
ent incumbents, but will ask that the 
law become operative January 1, 1885. 
There is nn sound reason wby our poor 
county should pay higher salaries than 
counties which have thrice its taxable j 
property, though w« are now doing B.O. 
Tb» measure should be agitated and the 
wishes ot tho taxpayers made known at 
one* BO as to get the pttitiou through to 
OarsoD in time to giy«, our Legislators! 
ample opportunity to frame our wishes 
into statute law.

To the Senate and Assembly of the 


State of Nevada: We, your memorial- 
ists, 'residents of the State of Nevada 
and citizaus thereof, humbly beg leave 
t« demoralize your Honorable bodies, 
and for cause of petition and memorial 
would respoctfull represent: 


We, your memorialists, are engaged 


in the business of transportation 'by 
rail, as employes of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, in various capaci- 
ties thereon, in the State of Nevada; 
that as BUOU employes we are paid 
wages for our labor by the said com- 
panies; that bills are pending before 
your Honorable bodies providing for 
the reduction of the rates of transpor- 
tation in this State; that if such bills 
become law, the rates of transportation 
will b» greatly reduced aud the earnings 
and profitB of said company greatly di- 
minished. 


We would respectfully represent to 


your honorable bodies that the reduc- 
tion of the revenues of any transporta- 
tion agency necessarily enforces a more 
rigid economy iu the cost of operating 
and maintaining such agency, and that 
in the aggregate of such cost .the item 
of labor is a most important factor. 


We would further represent that all 


the elements of maintaining and oper- 
ating cost have a fixed market vnlue, 
except as to the element of labor; and 
that, therefore, the economies made 
necessary by>uny arbitrary and enforced 
reductions of tha income of the com- 
pany employing us will affect most 
^heavily the item of labor, aud result in 
a reduction of our wages. We would 
call your attention to ,tlie fact that the 
item of labor enters so largely into the 
cost of operating and maintaining a 
railroad system that, in an exact sense, 
it may be truthfully said that the legal 
regulation of the rates of transportation 
is by indirection a regulation oi the 
wages pi labor, and that, by the same 
just process of reasoning, a reduction of 
the rates of transportation works a di- 
rection and unavoidable reduction in 
the rate of wages paid to labor engaged 
iu that employment. 
Against the pas- 


sage ot tue measures proposed, with the 
consequent injury to us, ttud the inevit- 
able redaction of our earnings, we most 
earnestly protest. W» would further 
represent that, to be just- to all citizens 
of this Commonwealth, whose interests 
are to be affected by the legal reduc- 
tions proposed by the provisions of the 
bills under consideration, the legal reg- 
ulation of the rates of transportation 
should extend to the regulation of all 
the elements entering into the cost of 
transportation. 


The ratos of transportation are cor- 


relative to the uost of imiiutiiiuiug and 
operating 
a transportation 
agency. 


Therefore the regulation of the one 
without a corresponding control of the 
other will destroy the proper adjustment 
of their relation to each other and result 
in the infliction of wrong aud injustice 
upon the iuterests subordinate to and 
dependent upon the rates of transporta- 
tion. 


The legal reduction of rates proposed 


will force new adjustment of the cost of 
trausporUtio% to the revenues of the 
lines; and, since the element of labor is 
most directly uuder tho control of tU« 
corporations owuiug tho lines, and is 
the most flexibiu element entering into 
tho aggregate cost of maintenance and 
operation, it will be first and most seti- 
oiiyly influenced aud injured. 


We would further 
represent chat 


while the rates of wages paid to us may 
be in many or most iustuitces greater 
thau those obtaining iu the Eastern 
States, for liko service, the cost of liv- 
ing in this btate is greater, aud that 
added to this, the discomforts and de- 
privations of living are such as aio in- 
separable from life in a sparsely settled 
country. 


The wngas puid to us have been 


maintained without serious uhunge or 
modification since the completion of the 
road 


Wo have not been harrassed or aa 


noyed by frequent changes iu the rates 
of wages or the apprehension of such 
changes, and we desiro to express our 
belief and opinion 
that the radical 


changes proposed by the legislation 
under consideration, with the conse- 
quent changes to follow by each suc- 
ceeding Legislature, will inaugurate a 
new system affecting unfavorably our 
interests in this regard. 


Fully believing, therefore, that the 


legislation proposed is clearly inimical 
to our interests as citizens of the Com- 
monwealth, we again enter our solemn 
protest against the bills proposing the 
reduction of rates of transportation, and 
thereby reducing the value of our labor.

Prof. Sanders, of Fresno 
county, 


through a communication in the Bural 
Press of recent date, represents that 
Johnson grass and evergreen Millet are 
separate species. How, there are those 
in this county who have the evergreen 
millet obtained from Mr, Sanders' stock 
and the Johnson grass imported direct 
from Alabama, and they fail to discover 
after careful cultivation and compari- 
son, any difference. They are the same 
thing. 


The eyergrsen millet, as we are in- 


formed by a gentleman who has proba- 
bly given the subject more practical at- 
tention than any other man in the State, 
was first introduced into Alabama by a 
Mr. Johnson, from whom it obtained 
the 'name of "Johiiaou grass" in that 
locality, which has given rise 'to some 
confusion as to the identity of the ever- 
green millet, by which name it was more 
commonly known elsewhere. 


As at the first introduction of alfalfa 


into the State (by Gov. Bigler, I-be- 
lieva), so now in regard to the new 
species of millet.-grefttifears -are -enter- 
tained that-it will speedily spread 0»er 
all the farms near wbere'it is first'intro- 
duced. 
Messrs. Paige 
<k Morton were the 


largest cultivators of the millet iu this 
county last year. Early in the season 
they put limited amounts of seed on sale 
at Tulore, which was soon disposed of; 
but having sold themselves short, they 
recently bought 2,500 Ibs. that was 
brought to the State from Alabama. 


Johnson.mads a fortune by the intro- 


duction of millet into Alabama, and 
others there who have turned their rice, 
cane and cotton fields to the grass and 
to the raising of stock, have found a 
more profitable industry. 


It is found that the amount of seed 


required to the acre, as given by the 
Eastern seed catalogue, is more than 
double what is required here, which is 
quite an item of saving when the price 
is high as (it present. 
Mostly the green 


millet iu this country, has been propa- 
gated by planting the roots, which are 
about the size of sweet flag, which it 
much ressmbles, each joint being a set- 
tiag. Planted two or three feet apart, 
they spread and close up the space be- 
tweeu the second season. It is not 
known here whether frost will kill the 
young plant from the seed or not, but 
the root can be safely planted at auy 
time. Furrows are plowed three to six 
inches deep, the settings dropped in and 
another furrow turned over them.

JAMES MOISTON'S KXPEKIKNCE. 


We find in the Visalia Delta a letter 


from Mr. James Morton, giving some- 
what more fully some of th» points 
made by our correspondent in regard to 
the alleged danger of tbe millet grass 
spreading 
over the' country. 
Mr. 


Morton wrote as follows: Youneed not 
be afraid of its spreading all ovar the 
colony. You can out a trench or small 
ditch, say 18 inches or 2 feet deep, 
around where you may plant it, aud if 
not allowed to go to seed it will not 
spread outside of where yon sow it; but 
if you let it ripen, and there is wind 
blowing, the wind might carry the seed 
beyond the limits sown; that is the only 
danger of spreading. Then if you wish 
to exterminate it, you can do so by 
ploughing it deep in the hot Summer 
months, and then by cross plowing and 
harrowing you can kill it, but not other- 
wise. 
I well reaoember wheti alfalfa was 


first introduced into California, when 
the prevailing opinion then wiis similar 
to what it is now of Arabia millet, 
namely, that whenever alfalfa was sown 
it would spread nil over the entire coun- 
try. 
Well, you know how much truth 


th^re WHS in that. 


.Now, us to the seed varying in looks, 


Mr. Cai-tmill arid Mr. Broadband got 
five pounds of evergreen millet seed at 
a cost of SI 50 per pound two or three j 
ye:»rs i»go, nud the seed eiimo in cms ' 
package. They divided and sowed it 
one mid u. hulf miles apurt, and what is 
singular, the seed from one place is white 
or whitish gray, and the other was blauk 
or about the same color as our seed, and 
the only reason I ctiu assign for t'ao drf- 
ference is the difference in the soil in 
which they were sown. 


Go on and sow your seed, and your 


neighbors need not be afraid of the 
millet spreading; on the contrary, when 
they see it growing next Summer they 
will be getting some of it themselves.
